Waiter Godfrey • Pleased 
To Be Mayflower ll Cook 


Walter Godfrey, chief cook for 
Mayflower II, has a record any 
i chef could be proud of “ Everyone 
arrived well and happy,” he re­ 
lates, “ and there were never any 
complaints about the meals.” 
For nearly twro months, Mr. God* 
fray dished up breakfast, 
dinner 
and tea, each meal served in two 
sittings. 
He had taken a leave 
from hi* regular job as shore chief 
steward of the General 
Steam 
Navigation Cmpany, Ltd., London 
to make this voyage. In his tiny 
galley aboard ship, often tossing 
j about cm high seas, he 
managed 
not only to turn out hearty, satis­ 
fying dishes like the charactiers- 
ticalJy British steak 
and kidney 
pie, corned beef, ground meat cut­ 
lets and many others, but he pre­ 
pared desserts such 
as steamed 
puddings and custards and even 
baked bread, 50 pounds of it every 
other day. 
j 
“ It was tiny, it was hot. and you 
somtimes had to work to 
keep 
your balance,” Mr. Godfrey said 
of his galley. There was no refrig­ 
eration, of course, as the ship’s 
electric power w?as 
reserved for 
the radio and port and starboard 
lights. However, there were plenty 
of canned foods, which needed no 
refrigeration in storage and 
pro­ 
vided an 
agreeably 
varied diet. 


Canned foods, in fact, represented j 
117 items out of the 161 included: 
among the provisions. 
Breakfast was at 8 and 8:301 
a. rn. They had cereal every day, 
usually rolled oats, which Mr. God­ 
frey reported as 
having

high 
popularity with the American crew 
members as well as the Britishers, j 
At noon and 12:30 p. rn. came; 
dinner. Soup invariably began tile 
proceedings. The meat course fol- J 
lowed accompanied by vegetables, j 
Steamed fruit pudding was the j 
favorite dessert.
